For three or foar yean now the 
siovernnicnt hns hcvn clnsiiii; its 
hooks each night facing a big 
deficit in the day's batineas. Bat 
the average American does not 
know this. While there would 
be no jastiflcation for stating in 
this dispatch that the big press 
asBociatiens misstate the facts, 
there is ample justiffcation for 
sayirii: that the facts are so stat- 
ed that the average man does not 
understand them. 

For instance, the statement of 
liif treasury issued at the close 
of Imsiiiess Aug. 27 shows that 
the excess of e.xpenditures over 
receipts for July and the first 27 
days of August, iUlu, amounted 
to 914,481,727.84, or an average 
deficit of .l!2SS,(i;M.r.l for eiicli 
banking day in tiiai period.
